From reports of squads which have 
penetrated the ruin caused by the ex­ 
plosion of two large storage tanks of 
the Kquitahic Gas company, it wa* be­ 
lieved the death list might reach 50. 
Twenty-om bodies have been taken 
to the morgue, six were reported to 
be in a huge tank of water at the 
Keene of the explosion and early to­ 
day resetters said they had found 2;’ 
more bodies lit IS feet ii the basement 
beneath the wrecked 
plant 
of 
the 
Pittsburgh Clay Pot company. 
De brie of twitted steel beams and 
timber* hindered the recovery of the 
Im,dies. 
Seventeen bodies in the morgue have 
been identified. 
The list of missing mounted hourly 
ami ranked iii estimate from ten to 
forty. 
An a<c u r a te check of the injured 
was impossible.

The West Penn hospital had treated 
five, four of whom were detained. 
Other hospitals reported minor in­ 
juries treated which would bring lite 
total number of Injured i*ersonx well 
above the IOO mark. 
More than IOO remained In hospital 
wards today. 
A score of these were 
reported critically hurt. 
While there was a chance of find 
ing a body or two in almost any of 
the* score of wrecked factory build­ 
ings, rescue work was concentrated 
on the plant of the Pittsburgh Clay 
Pot company, where, it was said, ap 
proximately IOO men were* employed. 
Stretched above this pit of water 
Was a mountain of twisted steel as 
% high as a three story building. 
The 
plant adjoining the huge gas tanks, 
suffered th*- full force of the* blast. 
Fire Chief Richard Smith said the 
l»tt of water might conceal anywhere 
from 30 to IOO dead. 
That was typi-

and lent inspiration for the desperate 
chive to reach the bottom of the piled 
debris. 
The repair crew of the Jilter-Con­ 
ley company, which was welding tin 
giant superstructure when the tank 
whic h it surrounded explodc*d, prob­ 
ably was wiped out.

T he Minnesota Journal of Education speaks of tho necessity •' mu* plans to deliver in person 
of saving and investing, that it is only by working with one’s gav-1 opening den use st atom. ut to th' 
ings as vfell as hands and head that the average individual can 
hope to get ahead— only.by saving consistently and investing 
wisely and carefully that one can hope to get ahead. 
Money will 
work. 
If but twenty-flye dollars monthly is invested for a period 
of twenty-five years and the interest reinvested regularly, tho 
small investment will provide an income in the neighborhood of 
two thousand dollars annually at the end of the thirty-five year 
period. 
The earning power of savings and sound investments is enor­ 
mous. To make this earning power effective to get the most from 
his savings, it only remains that the individual take care to set 
that his money is in the hands of those who will employ it honestly 
and effectively. 
About four out of ten persons in the United States are gain 
fully employed. 
The latest estimate sets the population of this 
country at about 113,500,000. 
Of this number thirty-five million 
are children under the age of fifteen years. 
Another thirty-five 
million are adults who are not working for pay. 
In the gainfully 
employed group approximately GS,SOO,OOO are working for others, 
and about 9,600,000 are employed or are in business or profes­ 
sions on their own account. Thus, upon the earning power of the 
98 per cent of the population is dependent, in a great measure, the 
welfare of the other 62 per cent. 
Wages paid to individuals earning less than two thousand 
dollars per annum form more than half of our annual national in ­ 
come of approximately $69,000,000,000.

ter. 
The remaining twenty-five per cent must cover clothing, 
education, recreation, luxuries and savings.

to state that few can become rich or financially independent on 
their earning power alone.
